to leave. 
The veil of the censorship 
was drawn yesterday and since that 
time little has been learned of events 
in the city.

The Jugo-Slav peace delegation in 
Paris has issued u statement Indi- 
cating- that Italian regular troops are 
moving on the city. The Italian bat- 
tleship, Dante Aliglieri. is said to 
have been damaged by her crew and 
has been unable to leave the port 
of Fiume. 
French, American and 


British detachments which were in 
the cily in the time of d'Annunzio's 
coup are reported to have boarded 
ships and departed. 


Hit nation Not Chanced 


Paris, Sept. 17—latest official ad- 


vices report the situation at Fiume 
HS without material change. The nec- 
essary measures, it is stated, have 
been taken lo prevent all communi- 
cation with the city from the out- 
side.

tain American standards despite the president's efforts 
to have the- treaty ratified without amendments. 


Senator Lenroot declared he was In favor 6t a league 


of nations and asserted that thore was much good in 
the treaty as It now stands. Ho said most vehemently. 
however, that ho -would never vote to destroy the free 
•will of the people of tills nation in the matter of making 
•war. He was most outspoken in his declaration that Me 
would never vote for anything: that would compel fu- 
ture generations to engage in war against their will. 
Ho believes that it is our privilege to decide our domes- 
tic questions and not that of any league of nations. 
Tho senator was firm in his denunciation of an attempt 
to submit the Monroe doctrine to any such tribunal as 
proposed under the league of nations plan. 
He called 


the Shantung affair pure robbery. 


"I dare not vote to surrender in n peace treaty that 


which our boys fought and died to preserve," said Sen- 
ator Lenroot. 


That angle of all the discussion seems to bo the most 


Important. Tho people oE Wisconsin as well as those 
of other states do not want to see sacrifices made by our 
soldiers set aside as naught while other nations of the 
•world maintain all they have struggled for as well as a 
lot they had handed to them. 
^ 


President "Wilson evidently lias forgottan -what our 


men -went to France to accomplish.' It was the under- 
standing of! tho American people that the fight was to 
preserve tho democracy of the world. 
Instead, as the 


contents of tho treaty are revealed, it appears that we 
were over there to help European powers to T^et as 
much as they could and relinquish as many of our safe- 
guards as "wo could be compelled to, so that we would 
everlastingly be tied to Europe's apron-strings. 
As a 


matter of fact tho terms of the treaty give us no confi- 
dence. 
It appears to be a document which would en- 


tangle the United States so thoroughly in Europe's mess 
that wo would never be able to extricate ourselves. 


Tho president has put on blinders and cannot see it 


—either that or ho does not want to see it. He appears 
to have only one vision and that is of himself president 
of the -world.
